Hornet Foundation Rescinds 
Action--Will Buy Only UFWU

By a unanimous vote last 
Friday morning the Hornet 
Foundation Board of Directors 
voted to rescind their previous 
action and agreed to buy only 
United Farm Workers Union 
picked lettuce. The board also 
agreed to buy only UFWU 
grapes when grapes are 
purchased 


Norm Better, Dean of 
Students, who made the original 
motion to buy scab lettuce when 
union lettuce was unavailable 
admitted to the board that he 
had supplied them with 
misinformation regarding the 
legality of having a policy to buy 
only union lettuce. At that 
meeting this argument was used 


to support his position on the 
purchasing of scab lettuce 


Better said that after checking 
with lawyers from the 
Chancellor's Office he had found 
that in fact that it was not illegal 
under Title 5 of the 
Administrative Code to have a 
policy of buying only UFWU 
lettuce. He asked and was 
granted permission to include a 
written clarification of his 
position in the minutes of the 
meeting 


Arturo Avina, Student Body 
President, assailed Better and the 
board for acting so irresponsibly 
in approving a change of policy 
“that effects a hell of a lot of 


people. Not only on campus but 
across the country.” 
He told Better “If you're a 


Dean of Students, act 
accordingly.”

Director, in response to queries 
said in the future when UFWU 
lettuce was not available, 
a substitute for lettuce would 
be usé€d in salads and sand- 
wiches in the cafeteria 


In the motion to buy only 
Union grapes and lettuce an 
amendment was added requiring 
advance notice and publicity 
before the Board of Directors 
could take any action on those 
matters

Troupe has performed in many 
strange places in the last year.

They have taken their radical 
street theatre on a tour of the 
conservative Cadillac cowboy 
territory of the American 
Southwest from Texas to 
Arizona, performed in_ the 
basement of a church to rave 
reviews in New York's 


Greenwich Village, enacted that 
classic device of farce 
pie-throwing — at a S. F. Board 
of Supervisors meeting - and 
now they are bringing their 
brand new play “San Fran 
Scandals of *73” to the CSUS 
Quad on Thursday at | p.m. 
Fresh from its debut in the 
City on May 4, their vaudeville 











farce is a threepenny version of 
the old opulent Broadway revues 
hke the series known as the 


George White Scandals: the 
difference is that they are 
attacking the pretentious and 


wasteful union of Business and 
Art rather than celebrating it as 
the old shows so often did. The 
play focuses on the proposed 
downtown Performing Arts 
Center in San Francisco, but 
could just as easily be about Cal 
Expo. 

Their pointed social satire is 
spiced with comedy, tap 
dancing, music, juggling, 
exchanges with the audience, 
and slapstick 

Have you ever wondered 
whether we need the glamorous 
Palaces to art being built in all 
our big cities? Do you really 
think that Sacramento is 
“Convention City?” 

Where do all the people who 


used to live their tawdry, 
burdened lives go when their 
homes are “urban renewed?” Is 
“urban renewal” only urban 


removal” to the poor people 
who become America’s version 
of Displaced Persons? 


Are there better ways of 
spending public fujnds than 
subsidizing glamour and 


underwriting failing downtown 
businessmen? The San Francisco 
Mime Troupe thinks so and will 
show why in their play ~ and 


make you laugh while you think 

The Mime Troup is the last 
remaining radical street theatre 
left in the country. They have 
been operating, in one form or 
another, since 1959, and have 


survived because they are 
talented artists as well as 
dedicated drumbeaters for 


change. They are the “Rough 
Theatre” famed English director 
Peter Brook extolls in his book 
THE EMPTY SPACE as “the 
theatre that saves the day.” 

Improvisation remains the key 
to their style and their triumph 
in the open air before all kinds 
of audiences 

When they brought their 
feminist play THE 
INDEPENDANT FEMALE to 
Sac State two years ago, the 
troupe was helped immeasurably 
by a large jolly contingent of the 
local women’s liberation group. 
A responsive group is just what 
the Mime Troupe needs to spur 
them on to hilarious new ad-libs 
and illuminations 

For instance, when the young 
male chavinist is arguing with his 
betrothed, his outrage brought 
happy boos from the women 
who shouted their contempt 

The actor playing the 


pompous young executive 
responded marvelously with 
additional strutting and 
preening. But the stroke of 


genius was the actress’ ad-lih 


when she turned to the audience 
and in her best little girl voice 
pleaded, “please don’t get him 
ngry. He takes it out on me.”

Registration for the Fall 1973 semester will be conducted in 
accordance with the following schedule: 

22-25 May Distribution of C.A.R. forms. Concession Stand, 
Women's Gym. 

16 July Deadline for returning Requests for Classes. 

27 August Last day to pay registration fees. 

13-14 Sept. Priority Add/Drop for students not receiving ail 
requesied courses. 

17 Sept. Furst day of Classes. 

Request for Classes and Reserve Time Forms are being 
distributed in May so continuing students may pick them up 
before leaving Campus for the summer vacation. They may be 
turned in during that week or mailed after that time to: Director, 
C.AR., 6000 J Street, Sacramento, 95#19. Forms must be 
received by 16 July since processing will begin then. 

It is anticipated that the Schedule of Classes will also be 
available during the 22-25 May period at the Concession Stand 
Price of the Fall Schedule is-10 cents. 

Two new procedures wil} be implemented for the Fall 
registration. In mid-August, ali students will receive thei 
individual class schedules by mail. With the schedule will be a fee 
statement for the number of units granted, a parking permit 
application, and a return envelope. A check or money order for 
the fees and the fee statement must be returned to the University 
in the envelope by August 27. Receipts and parking permits (if 
applicable) will be returned by mail. Payments must be for 
exactly the amount of the fee statement. Payments for transcripts 
or other services cannot be handled in this procedure. There will 
thus be no requirement for scheduled fee payments during the 
week before classes as there has been in the past. Fees for 
additional units added during priority Add/Drop will be billed for 
later 

The second new procedure involves Change of Program. New 
Add/Drop cards will be made available to departments which 
require a student to merely code in his social security number and 
drop the card off at the Registrar's Office. Billings for changes in 
fees due to Adds and Drops will be mailed at the end of Change 
of Program. Thus, the waiting in line traditionally associated with 
Change of Program will be eliminated. 

Since registration will be taking place during the summer, when 
students and faculty are not norma!ly on campus. il is important 
that students make arrangements with their departments for 
advising between now and the end of this semester. While the 
Schedule of Classes is not available yet, individual departments dc 
have their Fall schedules which can be used for advising.
